Arnold Nolte, made their attempt to 
escape Saturday afternoon just as 
the prisoners were being led out of 
their cells for the regular Saturday 
afternoon baseball game between the 
prison team and. an outside 
club. 


Prisoner officials did not make known 
the thwarting of the break until yes- 
terday. 


McClintick in Tier 2 dropped from 


the file of prisoners and hid behind 
the cell block. Nolte in a. tier below 
McClintick's "remained in his cell. 


After the prisoners had filed out, 


Henry Minke, 60, a cell housekeeper, 
was inspecting 
the- second tier to 


lock the cells 
of prisoners who did 


not care to attend the 
game when 


McClintick accosted him with an im- 
itation revolver, made from a piece 
of lead pipe and some wood. Minke 
rushed at him 
and was grappling 


with -him when Nolte swung himself 
up from the tier below 
and seized 


Minke, meantime cautioning McClin- 
tick: 


'Don't hit him too hard. 
He's a 


pretty good old'guy!" 


CAUGHT BY WARDEN 


•, The two overpowered Minke and 
H4d"him with 
bedding, meanwhile 


quieting the other prisoners with the 
-assurance that a doctor would soon 
arrive to care for the keeper. 


As the two were moving toward a 


door, Dan Cords, a turnkey, entered 
to summon Minke to the main of- 
fice. The men set upon him 
and 


threw him .into a cell and had reach- 
ed the door to the lobby when War- 
den Lee, informed of the attempted 
break by a guard who noticed the 
fight, entered and captured the pair. 


McClinticft robbed the South Side 


State bank here two.years ago and 
escaped under a shower of shotgun 
fire 
^from pursuing 
volunteers. 


About a week later he was captured 
by three officers who awaited him in 
his room. He engaged in a terrific 
hand-to-hand fight with the officers 
and nearly escaped. It was discover- 
ed then that he had been wounded 
during his flight from the bank. He 
is originally from.

MORGAN'S RAID 


On June 24, 1863, Brig.-Gen. John Hunt Mor- 


gan began his spectacular raid into Indiana and 
Ohio. 


Morgan was ordered to attempt to-draw-Union 


troops from Tennessee by an expedition -into 
Kentucky. He exceeded his orders and; breaking: 
through the Union line- in Kentucky, he marched 
north and northwest to the Ohio river and cross- 
ed to the Indiana side. 


He had Tvith him about 3,000 cavalry *or mount- 


ed infantry and four field pieces of artillery. He 
swept around Cincinnati, closely pursued by Gen- 
erals Hobson and Shackelford and opposed every- 
where by the militia. 


A sudden rise in the Ohio river allowed gun- 


boats to reach Buffington Island and prevented 
him from recrossing the river. Hene about 700 of 
his men ^ere taken prisoners, two companies 
succeeded in crossing the river and he, w,th the 
remainder , set out toward the Pennsylvania 
border to join Lee. 


After an exciting chase he was captured at a 


place three miles south of New Lisbon, O., and 
was afterward confined in the Ohio State Prison 
at 
Columbus. November 
27 of that jear he 


escaped, with a few companions, and reached the 
Confederate lines in safety.

What causes so called stroke? It

Answer—The usual 
cause 
of a 


stroke of paraljsis is apoplexy—cer- 
ebral hemorrhage. A small artery 
in the base of the brain breaks and 
gt hemorrhage occurs into the brain 
tissue. The artery is diseased, usu- 
ally in a general hardening of the 
arteries. This is caused by syphilis, 
alcoholism, tobaccoasm, lead poison- 
ing, and sometimes develops as a 
sequel of such infectious disease as 
typhoid fever or pneumonia. It is 
questionable whether neglected focal 
infections can cause arteriosclerosis 
or hardening of the arteries. It is 
also questionable whether overeat- 
ing and lack of exercise can cause 
it. thought this is likely a contribu- 
ting factor in many cases.

A NEW SLANT ON WHITMAN 
Harvey J. O'Higgins, who died in 


January, left an article on Walt 
Whitman, just published in a maga- 
zine, that is but little short of being 
sensational. 
O'Higgins was deeply 


versed in psycho-analysis and he has 
taken the liberty to psychoanalyze 
the "good grey poet." 


As everyone knows, Walt Whit- 


man portrayed as an arch-democrat 
among American poets. 
He cele- 


brated the common man—dock lab- 
orers, farmers, truck drivers, ditch 
diggers. 
He described himself as 


the companion of all such. He avoid- 
ed the society of the educated and 
he hobnobbed with the rough, the 
crude, the virile, all of, whom he 
considered "vital. 


The 
implication 
throughout 


"Leaves of Grass" is that Walt him- 
self is vital, spirtually related to all 
such strong-, virile men. They are 
his km and he is one with them. 


Nothing to it, says O'Higgins. Not 


only was Walt Whitman not virile 
but he was worse than a sissy. He 
was suffering- from the handy lri/- 
feriorLty couple 
that the psycho- 


analysts always call to the rescue 
whenever they want to explain any- 
thing and prove that it is just the 
opposite from what it seems to be. 
Walt was at heart a lily-fingered 
dandy and during the early year of 
his writing life he dressed according- 
ly. He was a "dude" on the streets 
of New York, rigged out with cane 
and top-hat and reticulous in his at- 
tention to dress. 


But it did not make a hit. 
He 


could not get the self advertising 
through it his soul craved and so he 
turned right around and put on an- 
other costume, that of the dock la- 
borer and truck driver. He imitat- 
ed their clothes and he imitated them 
still moj;e mentally. 
That won him 


the notice he craved and so it be- 
came his permanent disguise. 
If it 


had not succeeded he might have 
tried still another disguise. 


Sounds plausible 
but how does 


O'Higgins know that Walt Whitman 
the dandy was the real Walt Whit- 
man. Was not that a pose and trie 
rough-barked Walt the real thing? 
Young fellows at the age of 21 often 
go through a phase of dandyism, 
connected probably with the mating 
instinct. 
There are plenty of ex- 


amples of dandies later becoming 
sober and restrained. More evidence 
is needed to accept the youns Walt 
as the real Walt. 


As is also well known Walt Whit- 


man 
celebrated 
unashamed-, sex. 


-That was the reason why he was so 
fiercely condemned by a Puritanical 
generation. 
He wrote about sex in 


j the language of vital dock laborers 
and he gloried in such 
language. 


The implication has 
always 
been 


that he was vital. 
Whitman him- 


self admits that he was the father 
of ^six children, although he never 
married. 


All an illusion, says O'Higgins. He 


never married because he was close 
to the border Inie of the homosexual 
type. 
He suffered ail his hie 01 


a "mother complex"—another one of 
these hardy de-vices o£ the psychos- 
nalysts when there is anything to 
explain. When his mother died while 
Wait was already in his fities he 
suffered a slight stroke of paralysis. 
His worship of his mother was far 
beyond that of a normal man.

that he portrays

mained tied to his mother's apron 
strings all his life.

"Washington—Frank \T. Collier of 


La Cros^e, for years postmaster of 
the House of Representatives, gets 
a raise of $800 a year in salary as 
the result of a bill passed by Con- 
gress just before adjournment. 


His salary is now $4.200 a year, 


and under the new law it will be $5,- 
000 a year.- The cost of running the 
House of Representatives post office 
under the new law will be $70,400 a 
year instead of $61,290 a year as at 
present, as every employe gets a 
raise. 
There are. in addition 
to 


Postmaster Collier, an assistant post- 
master, a registry clerk, 34 mes- 
sengers, and a laborer. 


All secretaries to 
congressmen, 


and this includes Miss Lois Hull of 
Black River Falls, secretary to her 
father. Representative Merlin Hull, 
and Miss Grace Nelson of Madison, 
secretary to her father, Represen- 
tative John M. Nelson, will also be 
raised. The amount of their raises 
under the new law will depend upon 
whether congressmen have only one 
secretary or clerk or two. At pres- 
ent each congressman not chairman 
of a committee has an allowance of 
$4,000 a year for clerk 
hire, 
not 


more than 53,300 to be paid to one 
clerk, and under the new law each 
congressman gets an allowance of 
15,000 a year, not more than $3,900 
to be paid to one clerk. 


So far, Representative Hull has 


had only.one clerk, his daughter, and 
if he continues ot have only one, 
she will "be raised from $3.300 a year 
to $3,900., a year.
